the second part of this week's - 


Torah reading is devoted to 
the regulation of our conduct 
towards our fellow human beings. 
It is perhaps not sufficiently appre- 
ciated how demanding the Torah 
is in this sphere and to what depths 
these mitzvot extend. 


it is not enough that we refrain 
from? harming our neighbour 
physically, that we do not violate 
his lawful property, that we desist 
from slandering his reputation. 
While each of these varieties of 
malicious behavour is explicitly 
proscribed, Rabbi Akiba recognised 

‘the great principle of the Torah” 
in the words “ Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself.” The Sifra 
comments that the Law seeks 
initially to govern our deeds, pro- 
gressively to restrain our speech, 
and ultimately to mould our 
feelings. 

Apparently it is at this point that 
civil and religious codes part com- 
pany. The State is not concerned 
with private likes and dislikes; at 
most, it might legislate that we 
should not give such expression to 
our prejudices as will be over- 
offensive to other citizens. How- 
ever, should our basic attitudes 
remain unchanged jt is little wonder 
that they will erupt from time to 
time and that their suppression will 
not always prove satisfactory. 


yN the other hand, the Torah 

commands us: “ Thou shait not 
hate ‘thy. brother jn thy. heart.’ 
Here we are forbidden to harbour 
the very sentiment of hate, even 
to resign ourselves to passive dis- 
like.

Speaking of the future of Anglo- 
Isracli relations, the Ambassador 
stressed that “realitics "--such as 
trade, personal interchange, student 
links" count for more in the long 
run than do formal relations between 
governments.” He wanted to see 
more and more British firms establish- 
ing branches or agencies in Israel, 
more British investment, and an 
expansion of the existing programmes 
whereby young men and women 
from Britain could spend a year o1 
more m Israel.

Sir Milton Margai, the Sierra Leone 
Premicr. who 1s now visiting London. 


is a graduate of the University of 
Durham Medical School, where he 
was a fellow-student of .the brother 
of the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Brodie. 


Sir Milton told me that. he had 
received most favourable — reports 


about Israel from a delegation from 
his country which had visited there 
early this year. 

Sierra Leone had already come to 
some arrangement with regard to a 
construction enterprise which Israel 
was about to undertake for them, and 
he looked forward to further co-opera- 
tion. 

The Premier had no doubt that 
israel’s experience in dealing with the 
problems of an under-developed 
country could be of great help to his 
own and other newly-emerging States. 
Nor did he doubt that efforts would 
be made by some Arab States to check 
too close an association between his 
country and Israel, but Sir Milton 
intimated that Sierra Leone would not 
be deflected from obtaining the 
benefit of Israel's co-operation. 

Although he had not yet visited 
the Jewish State, Sir Milton told me 
that after his country's independence, 
due to be achieved in December, he 
hoped that an opportunity might arise 
when he could do so.

Indeed, the Creat 
Powers must erther take the edge 
olf Middle Eastern rivalries or find 
themselves drawn ineluctably into 
a conflict by virtue of their stake 
in the region 

Broadly speaking the West is on 
the defensive in the Middle East 
while the Russians are 
forward to make the most of thet 
“ break through,” which beean with 
the 1955 Soviet-Egyptian arms deal 
and which has been ereatly tact!- 
tated by President Nassers subsc- 
quent policies Russian advance 
has been achieved mainly by lavish 
support for the most extreme anti- 
Western and anti-Israeli Govern- 
ments and movements. It has been 
accompanied by anti-Israel and 
anti-Jewish talk and actions 


So far there ts not the slightest 
sign of a change in Soviet attitudes 
on the Israel: and Jewish questions. 
and the Soviet dictator's refusal 
even to consider a meeting with the 
Isracli Premier js an unhopeful 
sign. So long as Moscow con- 
linues to support and encourage the 
most aggressive trends in Arab 
nationalism it is difficult to’ see how 
an improvement can be hoped for 
in- the Middle Eastern situation, 
and hence in the situation as a 
whole. 


At this juncture the only 
apparent hope of a détente would 
le in Soviet readiness to avoid 
inflaming the Middle Eastern situa- 
tion by large-scale arms shipments 
and incitement, in order not to 
prejudice its global relationships 
with the West. Were Moscow pre- 
pared to make this concession, it 
should become broadly possible to 
insulate Middle Eastern conflicts 
from the East-West dispute, as the 
first imdispensable step towards 
their eventual pacification. If not, 
the free world-—and particularly its 
Israeli outpost in the Middle East 
~-will have no alternative but to

CONTROL OF 
KASHRUT 


IN the deplorable dispute regarding 
the control of shechita and kashrut 
a perplexed community can. unfor- 
tunately, not even yet derive any 
clear guidance from the Pronounce- 
ment that has been issued by the 
Chief Rabbi and his colleagues. 
This dispute has not sudden! 
erupted but is the inevitable out- 
come of a chain of events upon 
which comment has _ frequent!) 
been made in these columns. 
Public discontent has long been 
forcibly expressed about the price 
and. quality of. kosher meat and 
poultry. It seemed that one method 
of enabling the economic law of 
supply and demand to operate for 
the benefit of the consumer would 
be by the sale in London of _pre- 
packed frozen poultry that had 
been slaughtered in Manchester 
under local supervision. True, 


similar poultry is available in 
London, bat if the Manchester pro- 
ducers thought it worth while to 
iry to sell their products in 
London it is not unreasonabie to 
assume that the competition might 
result in the reduction of price for 
the benefit of the housewilec 

This was not to be, because the 
London authorities have opposed 
this importation and the Man- 
Beth Din co-operated to the 
extent of threatening the with- 
drawal of its supervision trom 
Manchester firms if they insisted 
on selling their products in London. 
In the result, the Manchester firms 
have decided to have their koshe: 
products supervised by the Mach- 
zvikei Hadass, which apparently has 
no objection to London sales

The issue is confused by refer- 
ence to a ftakkana, which 38 Said 
to prohibit the shechita of one 
kehilla being sold in another. But. 
as a correspondent points out, since 
the Manchester kKehilla is officially 
united with the London kehilla tn 
acknow edging the ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction of the Chief Rabbi, it 
is difficult to see how. this particu- 
lar prohibition comes into the 
matter at all. Moreover, the 
Pronouncement itself states that 
this prohibition merely provides 
that no shechita product strall be 
sold. or distributed in another 
kehilla “ except with the consent of 
the prope: ecclesiastical and com- 
muna! bodies.” But the document 
gives no reason for withholding 
this consent, and, surely, this is the 
root of the matter.’ 


It the long-felt suspicion is to be 
removed: that the objections are 
economic rather than religious, 
the authorities must give a clea 
and straightforward explanation 
Ihey no doubt have good reasons 
for the stand they have taken, but 
these have not so tar been divulged 
to the public 


“ Oui communal 
shechita and kashrut oOrganisal Ons 
have always been concerned for the 
interests of the Jewish consumer, 
asserts the Pronouncement. nifor- 
tunately, this dogmatic ullerance 
carnes litle conviction and will 
not allay public disquiet. Doubt- 
less the Machzikei Hadass authori- 
ties have taken full advantage ofl 
the present troubled situation to 
wdvance their own devisive interests. 
and their disruptive policy cannot 
be condoned. But the London 
ecclesiastical authorities must 
recognise that an urgent problem 
sull awaits solution and that thei 
Pronouncement is very far tndeed 
from being the last word on_ the 
matter.

THE U.S.A. AND NASSER 


week's debate on foreign 
aid in the U.S.A. Senate evoked an 
unusually uninhibited exposition 
of the State Department's Middle 
Eastern policy. In a message, Mr. 
Dillon, Acting Secretary of State, 
argued against any steps to oppose 
the Arab boycott of U.S.A. ship- 
ping and denial of freedom of 
wavigation on the ground that 
though the Administration disap- 
proved of the Arab boycott, any 
“eoercion” would alienate the 
sympathies of ten Arab Siates and 


their Afro-Asian friends, hamper 
their nascent disillusion with Com-

Sin.The pronouncement of the 
Chief Rabbi and his associates con- 
tains points relating to Halacha which 
give a Wrong impression. The so-called 
“Issur”- (prohibition) of Shechitas 
Chutz is mentioned in such a confus- 
ing way that it appears that Shechitas 
Chutz (unauthorised shechita outside 
the community) is prohibited by the 
Shulchan Aruch unconditionally, 


According to Shulchan Aruch the 
Issur must first be formally pro- 
nounced and then it can be effective 
only under certain circumstances and 
in certain conditions. [t therefore 
becomes pertinent to ask when, where. 
and by whom was the Issur in this 
country pronounced ?

travellers in Algeria, and more 
recently by Nahum Slousch in his 
“ Travels in North Africa” (pub- 
lished in 1927), the Kahina’s name 
and exploits might have been com- 
pletely unknown. 

Yet. who knows, perhaps an 
archzologist’s spade may one day 
turn over some boulder in. North 
Africa—and picture emerge, 
suffused with romance, of a beauti- 
ful queen who once led a 
victorious army against Arab 
hordes in their first flush of con- 
quest. It may reveal that had she 
been supported and her leadership 
not betrayed, the whole course of 
history, not only that of the after- 
wards Islam-dominated North 
Africa, might have been different.

Milton Steinberg’s tragic death at 
a comparatively early age, ten years 
ago, robbed the world of a rare reli- 
gious genius. Arthur Cohen has 
performed a service to posterity in 
making available some of Steinberg’s 
most important essays as well as pro- 
viding us with a fine pen-picture of 
the man and what he stood for. 
Steinberg in these essays gives a 
lucid account of contemporary theo- 
logical trends and their relevance 
for a Jewish outlook. On the one 
hand he acknowledges his debt to 
the thinkers who have rediscovered 
the concept of sin, that there is a 
depth and tenacity of evil in human 
nature. On the other hand Stein- 
berg rightly refuses to accept recent 
anti-intellectualism as a programme:

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WAR OFFICE PREJUDICE 


By R. N. CARVALHO 


The Private Papers of Hore-Belisha. 
By R. J. Minney. Collins. 30s. 


The author has had access to Lord 
Hore-Belisha’s diary. notes, and 
lettters ; but this book is in no sense 
a biography, for it ts almost entirely 
concerned with Belisha’s period at 
the War Office from May, 1937, to 
January, 1940. We are left with our 
earlier impression that the reorgant- 
sation and rejuvenation of the Army 
which was forced through by Belisha 
was a contribution of the utmost 
importance towards our war efiort. 

It played the part in British history 
which Stalin's ruthless purges and 
murders at the same period did in 
Russia's ability to withstand the Naz! 
onslaught in 1941. While Stalin died 
in office, Belisha was turned out in 
the most gentlemanly way [rue, 
that Stalin Has since been violently 
and officially traduced, but Belisha 
was finished in his lifetime, He heid 
Office only for a fleeting moment in 
the Caretaker Government of 1945; 
he lost hrs seat in the landslide of 
that year and somehow never found 
or was helped to find a one 
thereafter

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HOW MUSIC IS MADE 
6—The Trumpet 


“ Make thee two trumpets of silver’ (Numbers x, 2) 


or sounded the alarm. 
Sabbath and greeted the new 


S early as Biblical times the call of the trumpet rallied the assembly 
Trumpets bade hail and farewell to the 


moon. One hundred and twenty 


priests blew their triumphant trumpets when King Solomon's magnificent 


temple was completed. 


For all through the ages the bold, bright ca!l of 


the trumpet has summoned men to courage, to prayer, and to war. 


Most classical composers used the 
instrument mainly as a timekeeper 
or to sound a challenging note. As 
the trumpet developed in range 
composers began to write melo- 
dious parts for it, and the rousing 
trumpet can sometimes sound sweet 
and golden. 

in the modern symphony 
orchestra the trumpets in the brass 


section vary from three to six. To 
play the instrument the trumpeter 
spits into the mouthpiece and sets 
fne air vibrating inside the coiled 
tube. “ Mutes” (sound dampeners) 
placed inside the bell of the trumpet 
make the sound more nasal or wail- 
ing and valves lengthen the tubing 
and lower the sound. The trumpet 
today stretches three octaves. 

Ralph tzen, who plays the 
trumpet for the London Philhar- 
monic Orchestra, is often asked by 
his other Jewish colleagues in the 
orchestra how he came to play the 
trumpet. For a Jewish trumpeter, 
or, indeed, any brass instru- 
mentalist, is, strangely, rare among 
Jewish musicians. 

As a small boy Ralph wanted to 
become a jazz expert. With his

elder brother he listened eagerly to 
jazz bands, and his hero of those 
days was Louis Armstrong, the 
trumpet player. At 11, encouraged 
by his parents and his elder brother 
(now a clarinet player), Ralph 
began to learn the trumpet. 
Although only 26, he has already 
visited America with the Philhar- 
monia Orchestra, played for ballet 
in the orchestra at the Royal Opera 
House, Covent Garden, and played 
the solo in Haydn's trumpet con- 
certo at an L.C.C. concert for 
schools (when he was only 20). 


Love of Jazz 


One of his favourite memories 
of musical work is of the irascible 
conductor who told off the 
trumpets for playing too loud in a 
certain passage of music. The next 
time the trumpets decided not to 
play at all. “ Well done,” said the 
conductor, “you played much 
better this time.” 

Today, at 26, he its among the 
youngest of the musicians in lead- 
ing symphony orchestras, but he 
still has not lost his love of jazz. 

Ralph believes that jazz wil! 
creep more and more into the reper- 
toire of symphony orchestras, and, 
indeed, his orchestra, the London 
Philharmonic, has already given 
concerts together with dance bands, 
and plan to give more. “ There are 
only two kinds of music,” he says, 
“good and bad.” 

Married to a singer, Ralph Izen 
has a one-year-old daughter, 
Rachel, who will only keep quiet 
when she hears music. “ Though 
the funny thing is,” says Ralph, 
“she always laughs when she hears 
me practise.”

“WOMEN ARE SO PARTICULAR” 


OLMAN’S at three is a 

deserted battle-field. The 

guests have gone, the knives 
and forks clatter no longer, the 
lockshen soup has ceased to 
flow. From the end wall Weiz- 
mann, Herzl, and Ben-Zvi look 
down with their customary 
tolerant approval, while Mr. 
Folman sits like an exhausted 
and successful general in mufti ; 
bald head, spatulate nose, a 
gentle plenitude of chins. Some- 
tumes he talks in Yiddish, mostly 
in English. He carries round 
with him a world that has dis- 
appeared; the East’ End, 
immigrant world of 50 years 
ago, in which “ characters” are 
ten a penny, and everything is 
qualified by a shrug and a wink. 


The restaurant—he has been 
running it for 22 years—is large

and unpretentious ; if you come 
to Folman’s you come specifi- 
cally to eat—except at festival 
time; iS very aspect scorns 
conspicuous consumption. 

Yet if luncheon is over there 
is still a stream of visitors;

cants. Mr. Folman deals with 
them mock-brusguely, with 
a parodied eXasperation 
“"Moshe! ” he calls, at a tiny 
Polish baker, blond as a Swede. 
“here; Moshe! Get some- 
body 

“Get, get! ” cries the baker, 
with a despair as caricatured as 
Folman’s rage, and, arms 
spread, he disappears. 

“You!” shouts Mr. Fol- 
man, at the. Coca-Cola man 
“Why must you always come 
now?” When a young Jewess 
comes in to give an order he 
says: “You know how you 
look? . Washed out! ” 

“ That's how 1 feel.” 

The young ‘woman is suc- 
ceeded by a titanic matron who 
wants to order her Passover 
meal. 

“How about asparagus? 
Any idea of the prices?” 


“ Ah.” cries Mr. Folman, in 


pain, “ would | take a liberty 
with you? ” 

“And gefiillte - fish.. How 
much is that?” 

“What do you worry about 
money for? It’s the same price 
all the year round.” 

There is a tiny hiatus. Mr. 
Folman says, reproachfully. 
“ Believe me, you'd come here, 
you'd have a table to yourself, 
you'd be a queen.” 

“I’ve done it all,” says the 
big woman. : 

“You listen to me. You 
didn’t done nothing! You want 
to kill yourself? | don't want 
to be the richest man in the 
cemetery.”

Mr. Folman is 66: he came 
to London from Warsaw when 
he was 19. “My father and 
mother died. I'll tell you who 
my brother was: he was Secre- 
tary of the synagogue in War- 
saw, David Folman. He had 
eight languages fluently; oh, 
he was clever. A well-educated 
man he was... All of a sudden 
I came to London. 1 worked 
in the yeshiva restaurant in the 
Commercial Road, | became a 
waiter. When somebody put 
me down the first tip, I went 
down and cried.” 

He produces a photograph of 
a dark-haired, sensitive young 


man with an uncertain smile, 
and looks at it with incredulity. 
“That was too young. I was 
a decent man, | was an innocent 
man.” 

A second photograph; this 

time, a wedding: his own 
second marriage, a matter of 
months ago. “I’ve got three 
daughters married, seven grand- 
children.

“I've met some characters, 
says Mr. Folman. There was a 
man who hadn't paid his bill, 
and claimed falsely that some- 
body has stolen £30 out of his 
bag: those were the days when 
Mr. Folman ran a hotel. “In 
the bag there were a few shirts 
and cigarette pictures. I have 
to ring the police station. He 
comes out—a tall fellow—and 
starts crying to me. He says: 
‘Please, Mr. Folman, I got 
married in. your place in 
Osborne Street, don't let them 
lock me up.” Mr. Folman 
doesn't. 

“A few years later, I'm in 
Osborne Street.

UNWITTING ARMS 
SMUGGLER

Mr. Herbert Morrison (now Lord 
Morrison of Lambeth) helped Hagana 
to smuggle arms into Palestine during 
Mandatory days, according to an 
extraordinary tale disclosed by Licut.- 
Colonel Gershon Rivlin, Chief Editor 
of the Israeli Army's. monthly 
magazine. 

Colonel Rivlin stated that Hagana 
contrived to smuggle arms into. the 
country through various people. When 
Mr. Morrison landed at Jaffa in 1935 
one suitcase full of weapons was 
brought in as belonging to him. 

Mr. Katriel Katz, now an Israeli 
Government spokesman, then went to 
the port to secure the suitcase with- 
out having it examined by the 
Customs. lt was removed to a hotel. 
where members of Hagana took 
possession of - it. 

Lord Morrison said in London. in 
response to an inquiry, that he had 
no knowledge whatsoever of the 
alleged incident. 


RELIGIOUS ADVISER 
TO BEN-GURION ?

Rabbi Joseph Soloveitchik, — of 
Boston, is considering a suggestion 
by the Prime Minister. Mr. Ben- 
Gurion, to become his personal 
adviser on religious affairs. 

The suggestion was made by the 
Premier during his recent Visit to the 
United States. 

Circles close to Mr. Ben-Gurion 
say that during talks with the rabbi. 
the Premier asked whether if he would 
not go to Israel to become Chief 
Rabbi he would be prepared to do 
so. im non-political, academic 
capacity as personal adviser to the 
Prime Minister. 

In the event of Rabbi Soloveitchik 
taking up residence in Israel, it is 
hoped that he would unite all reli- 
gious circles and eventually agree to 
become a candidate for the post of 
Ashkenazj Chief Rabbi. 

It will be recalled that before Mr. 
Ben-Gurion’s visit to the United 
States the rabbi declined to stand for 
the post on the grounds that it was 
too involved in internal politics. 


OBERLANDER GOES AT LAST

| BONN 

Dr. Oberlander, the Federal Mini- 
ster for Refugees, has resigned. He 
tendered his official resignation on 
Tuesday night, a few hours after his 
colleagues in the Christian Demo- 
cratic Party had decided to give in 
to his demand for a Parliamentary 
Committee to investigate the charges 
against him. 

Oberlander’s resignation requires 
the President's approval, but this is 
only a formal step. He will retain 
his seat in the Federal Parliament— 
a party spokesman said there was no 
reason to expel him, since he had 
never done any wrong. His denazi- 
fication documents showed no reason 
to condema any of his activities in 
the past. 

The investigation committee will 


attempt to answer these questions: 
Did Oberlander participate in the 
preparation or carrying out of terror 
and retaliation measures against the 
civilian population in the East? 
Did he give orders for the murder 
of Russian prisoners of war or other 
persons and did he take part in the 
execution of such orders anywhere at 
any time ? 
Is he guilty of other war crimes or 
crimes against humanity ? 
Oberlander’s political past 
1933 will not be investigated.
